TEN THOUSAND MASSACRED IN CILICIA DURING “PAST 
MONTH IS ESTIMATE FROM REPORTS SENT TO ~ 
WASHINGTON — DEPLORABLE CONDITIONS 

CONTINUE AND MURDER AND LOOT- . 
ING OF AMERICAN SCHOOLS 2. 
IN LIST OF CRIMES. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—The gravity of the situation fti-Cilicia, _ 
Syrian Turkey, was emphasized ‘n reports received and made public by 
the State Department, stating that the Turks have cut the Bagdad rail- 
way beyond Adana, that the French troops sustained serious reverses at 
the hands of the Turks, and that Armenians have been massacted by the 
wholesale. 

The report stated that up to the beginning of “gogular’® fighting be- 
tween the French and the Turks the number of Armenians killed vi t 
timated as having ‘‘exceeded five thousand,’ The report added tha t 
is feared that as many have been killed since then.’* Unless this be : 
ation is inaccurate, and it came to the State Department from what is of 3 
ficially described as ‘‘a reliable source,”’ it would mean that over, 10,000 : 
Armenians have been massacred in Cilicia since the latter part of Janu- 
ary, or approximately a month. 

The American Government's advices show that fighting, whieh be. 
gan between the Turks and French on January 20, took the form of # 
regular battle on January 21, which continued until February 10, whea 
the French had to withdraw because they were ‘‘greatly outnumbered’ by 
the Turks. It was before the beginning of the “‘reguiar battle’ that the 
Turks began the slaughter of the Armenians, but the slaughter of the” 
Armenians continued during February, and on the 7th. of the ‘preseat 
moath the Turks sacked a rescue home for Armenian girls that was being © 
run by Americans at Marash and murdered 85 of the gigls. They also

cabinspection of erery individual in 
the State in order to prevent discase, 
Talk to an enthusiast like Dr. Gordon 
Bates of Toronto and before your eyes 
you, will sce a vision bf the perfect 
state where disease is not, «where suf- 
fering and. pain hare been climinated, 
where every individual is fit physically 
and mentally and therefore efficient 
and where death for all is simply a 
peaceful laying» down of tasks well 
done when the allotted span is. reach- 
ed. es 
A little more than a generation ago 
the surgeon was a ‘*saw-bones’’ 
ernde carvof-off of limbs. Today he 
is in 4 position to become the keystone 
of. the fabric of the efficient modern 
state where happiness is within the 
grasp of all. 

The wholo question invoWes much 
more than ‘a mere lining-up of the 
State’, medical men for the State's 
use. According to Dr. Bates the great 
force for increasing the efficiency of 
évery individual is prorention of dis 
case, “Where you get low standards 
of educatan,” he declares “you get all 
the elements that go to produce the 
spread of disease.’’ Several things, he 
says, lie at the root of the evil: poor 
teaching, resulting in low ideals; low 
wages, too long hours of labor, -im- 
proper nutriment; and as a sort of ss 
quel to‘it all, the tenement evil with 
its overcrowding, its low standards and 
loose morals. 

After outlining these disease Rauses 
he went on: ‘‘As soon as you can ‘ere- 


j ate facilities for the study of the con- 


ditions at the bottom of this condition 
of offairs yon begin to understand the 
problem and to seck machinery tho 
operation of which will climinate the 
disease. 5 

“The interesting 
added emphatically, “is that 
preventable,” 

“Whet chance has a rosebush in a 
cellar?""the asked. ‘What chance has 
a wan in tenement? Both are stunted, 
Tho rosebush in the hands of the ex- 
pert gardener reaches its full beauti- 
fal development. Tho child under ex- 
perts in child-growing will develop 
like a rose, mentally and phgsically. 

“Tho most valuable crop in tho 
workd is the crop of babies and yet 
some States spend more annually to 
help raiseshogy or to eliminate some 
insect that bothers vegetables than 
they do to sce that their babies 
get a chance.’’ 

THE CHANGED VIEWPOINT 

Even before the war the world was 
beginning to realize that the ood 
health of the citizens was a national 
asset resulting in efficiency. Tho old 
hit-and-miss individualistic system of 
doctoring, where it was the doctor's 
business alone whether the patient 
lived or died or lingered on diseased or 
crippled was beginning to pass away. 
Germany was the first to get the point 
of view. And then Great Britain in 
1909 introduced her National _ Insur- 
ance gheme.

They isfstalled Test, rooms, Some of 
Ythem had annual medical-inspection of 
theirworkers, Insurance companics 


| began educating their policy holders to 


medical inspection, realizing that pre- 
vention kept down the mortality rate 
by “prolonging lives. And now. we 
have come to a point where Dr. Gor- 
don Bates says: 

“It seems to me we shonld bare 
every one in the State luspected once 
a year.’ 

A great deal of discase, he points 
out,—develops unnecessarily and a 
great deal ix not being treatéd because 
no cffort is being made to educate 
people or provide facilities. for its 
treatment. 

His solution is organization, Thero 
should be a Federal ministry of health 
as there is now in Canada; there 
should bd: Provincial ministries of 


-{health. They should be well financed. 


Functions should be the prevention of 
disease by the preservation of health 
and the promotion of the physical and 
mental well-being of the people, They 
should have departments dealing with 
mental hygiene, child welfare, 
diseases, tubercolosis, etc. 

“Tam not sure,” adds Dr. Bates, 
j ‘whether they should control things 
from a social point of view or not, but 
they should be able to exert a great 
deal of influence on conditions and 
see that every man gets a living yese 
and a fair chance.” 

TAKE OVER PROFESSION ? 

Aso the taking over of the whole 
medical profexsien by the State on 
that point, there is controversy. It 
has been proved that only by organiza- 
tion comes cflicienry ond yet it is a 
fact that some of the greatest doctors + 
do their work because of the incentive 
that snecess brings. Would they lose 
the impetus if they becathe servants of 
the State? But some of the greatest 
preventative work has been done by 
the doctors in the army ‘and navy. 
Witness the practical wiping out of 
malaria on the West coast of Africn by 
Sir Ronald Ross, R-AMC.; Col. 
Leishmann’s work in the prevention of 
typhoid ferer and Gen. Gorgas’ clean- 
ing up of the Panama Canal zone, The 
work of army doctors mobilized in the 
war showed that disease could be prac- 
tically climinated Ly prevention. In 
the Boer War there were aver 15,000 
deaths in the British army from en- 
teric or typhoid, or nearly Ywice as 
many as dicd from wounds, In the 
great war the discase was not’ heard 
of, 

“This shows what orzaniged 
cal science can do,’ comments 
Bates. “If it is gapd for the army it 
is gool for the civilian population. 
The army -iK an efficient fighting 
force. Tho civilian population is not 
only not an efficient fighting force; it 
is not even an efficient working force. 

Dr: Bates would begin with looking

after the people who were nat able to 
only a proportion of the people below 
look after themselves. Ine Engl tnd 
a certain level and only a+ ptoportion 
of the doctorg come under the Nation- 
al Insurance Act. He ‘wotld” begin

“There is a curious anomaly,’* 
poiated out Dr, Bates in conclusion, 
“in the present system of medical ser- 
vice, -The two peeple who get the best 
treatment are the milliofnaire and the 
people without any money at all. Tho 
former calls in the best doctor. The 
latter applies to the City Relief Ofi- 
cer and gets the same man's services 
for nothing: 

“But if self-respecting people of the 
lower middle class, clerks with low in- 
comes, or their wives fall ill, they are 
too proud to go to a clinic and yet 
they can’t pay for the best medical ad- 
vice or the nursing necessary, As & 
result they get inefficient medical ser- 


“vice and pay far beyond their means 


for it, This tendg to bring about con- 
ditions which might be prevented.”

The first highway legislation of

put the assessment and collection of 
district rates on a uniform basis. The 
taxes were too light to cause dissatis- 
faction and Upper Canada _ recelvéd 
many compliments from English tisi- 
tors on the condition of its roads. 

Although the first stage in Upper 
Canada was not established until 1798 
along the west bank of the Niagara 
River from Newark (Niagara ‘to Fort 
Welland and Yonge street had been 
bullt by the soldiers under Simcoo's 
orders, and Dundas street was well 
under way. Simcoe had a scheme for 


making London the capital of Upper, 


Canada and his military roads were 
almed at that end rather than the 
opening up of the country. Complaints 
even from the Judges on circuits, were 
constantly being received. The difft- 
cultios of campaigning in the war of 
1812 accentuated the neglect of Upper 
Canadas roads, except in a few In- 
stances. 

Shortly aicer this there was au 
improvement and from 1816 stages 
were etsablished.

FLAX-GROWING IN CANADA, 





Industry Has Shown Signs of Revir- 
, tng. Since the War. 

The carefully considered effort 
which Js being made bythe’ Provin- 
clal Government of Oxtario to en- 
courage the cultivation of flax in the 


there Is a very considerable shortage 
of flax in the world’s markets, and 
the old sources of supply are, for the 
time being, sat any rate, seriously 
curtalled. Thus, in the days before 
the war, and for some time after its 
onset, great quantities of flax came 
from Russia, whilst Belgium and 
Holland also made considerable con- 
tributions, To-day, Russia is practic- 
ally out of the market, and the sup- 
plies from Holland and Belgium are 
still limited. This condition has, of 
course, obtained for some time past, 
and, two or three years ago, when 
the demand for linen for airplane 
wings and other war purpases was 
making heavy calls on the linen pro- 
duction capabilities of the Allies, 
Canada applied herself seriously to 
the question of increasing the flax 
Production of thé country. To this 
end the Government#promised a fix- 
ed price for the crop, and a’ bounty, 
running from two to nine cents a 
pound, to the spinner for the finished 
yarn. The authorities, moreover, suf- 
fered no delay in the matter. With 
characteristic energy they establish- 
ed a complete plant at Regina, Sas- 
katchewan, for-the extraction of the 
fibres from the flax, and arranged for 
the carrying out of a series of ex-" 
periments in spinning, In Kitchener, 
Ont. The idea of the Canadian Gor- 
ernment was, of course, not only to 
establish an industry which would 
help to meet the war needs of the 
Allles, but ‘one which might be de- 
veloped, after the war, to the In- 
creasing advantage of the Dominion 
as a whole. 

Now flax is essentially the crop 
for the small holder. There is, it is 
true, really no limit to the scale upon 
which it can be grown, but the pro- 
cess of hand weeding, to which It 56 
readily responds, makes flax a crop 
particularly adapted to the kind of 
labor generally available on a small 
holding. It is for this reason, no 
doubt, amongst others, that the On- 
tario Government has adopted the 
scheme, just referred to, of encourag- 
ing flax growing in the northern Part 
of the province, Under this plan, 
various mills in older Ontario, will 
supply seed to be distributed among 
selected settlers in the north coun- 
try, in quantities suMcient to plant 
two or more acres, whilst the settler 
when he has harvested his crop, to 
return to the mill an amount of seed 
eqtal to that which was sent to him. 
It is proposed then to compare the 
northern seed and fibre with the pro- 
duct grown from similar seed in the 
older districts, and if the results 
prove satisfactory, the Government {5 
Prepared to take still further steps to 
encourage cultivation. 

Ultimately it is hoped to establish 
in Canada a complete linen trade, 
on a large scale, and not merely to 
cultivate flax for export. There is, 
however, to-day an immediate market 
for exported Canadian flax; not only 
for the sake of the linen which may 
be made from it, byt for the sake 
of its many grea’ needed bye- 
products, such as linseed oil and 
cake,

The most common shoulder trouble 
is practically a form of scalding. The 
skin becomes inflamed and tender, 
the hair drops out, and ‘If work be 
continued the parts beconie'raw. Thi 
is often due to neglect in cleaning 
the face of the collar regularly, also 
thoroughly cleaning the shoulders 
regularly, and failure to remove the 
collar at meal times to allow. the 
shoulders and collar face to become 
dry, and then clean them before put- 
ting the collar on‘again. For treat- 
ment, a lotion made of one ounce 
each of acetate of. lead and sulphate 












probably the best application. This 
should be applied three or four times 
daily, and, if possible, the animal 
should be given rest or worked in a 
breast collar. 

Abscesses or tumors may form ou 
the shoulder as a resnjt of pressure 
of tie collar. One form of this trou- 
ble appears suddenly. A swelling of 
considerable size is noticed, {t is*not 
very tender or sore to pressure, and 
is found to be soft and Guctuatiog 
when handled, This Is called a “ser- 
ous” abscess. it contains a thin 
fluld, about the consistency of water 
called “serum” which is situated just 
beneath the skin. y 

Another form appears more slowly. 
The horae evinces pain when pressure 
is put upon the shoulder, and ezam- 
{nation reveals a swelling..The anl- 
mal can work and evinces little pain, 
except for a short time.after he js 
put'to work, until after he is allowed 
to stand for a few minutes.. The 
soreness and enlargement gradually 
increase, and while the swelling may 
not appeal to the touch, as solid and 
hard as at Gret.\it has not.the flc- 
tuating condition of ‘the agrous ab- 
sceas, The walls are thicker. This 
contains pus or matter, and Is called 
@ purulent abscess. Treatment in 
elther case consists In making a free 
incision through the walls of the ab- 
scess at the lowest part, to allow free 
escape of the contents, and then 
flushing out well three or four times 
daily until healed, with a five per 
cent. solution in water, of one of the 
coal tar antiseptica or carbolic acid. 
in this case the patient must have 
rest, or be worked in a breast collar. 

Another condition from. Uk 
causes is a Obrous tumor. This fo 
slowly; is more or less sore, in fa 
acta much the same as a purulent 
abscess. In some cases it is not pus- 
sible to diagnose definitely betwéen 
a tumor and a purulent abscess with 
very thick walls, without exploring. 
A amall incision is made right Into 
the centre of the enlargement. If 
even a very little pus: be presen: it 
will yield to the treatment ‘or an 
abscess, but if no pus be present the 
only treatment is dissection, ‘The 
whole’ fibrous growth must be care- 
fully dissected out, the wound stitch- 
ed, except a portion at the bottom 
to allow escape of pus which forms 
during the healing process, and 
treated as an abscess.— Dr. J. H. 
Reed, O. A. College, Guelph. 
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Planting Field Beans. 

Of the various kinds of feld beans 
the greatest demand is for the Com- 
mon White, of which there are sev- 
eral named varieties such as Early 
Wonder, Scholfeld, Elliott, etc. -It 
is important to secure an early atrain, 
to test the germination, and to plant 
early in the month of June. 3 

Field beans are grown successfully 
on a great variety of solls. They do 
particularly well on fertile land 
which may be classed as loam, sandy 
loam, gravelly loam, or gravelly 
clay. All solle for bean production 
should be well underdrained either 
naturally or artificially. With proper 
drainage even clay solla have produc- 
ed beans satisfactorily in regard to 
both yleld and quality. Beans do 
particularly well after clover or grass 
sod and are frequently followed by 
winter wheat in some localities and 
by spring grains {n other sections, It 
is of great Importance to have the 
land thoroughly cultivated and a 
seed bed which is both molst and 
mellow. 

in those sections where field beans 
are grown extensively, bean planters 
are sometimes employed. On the ma- 
Jority of farms, however, the beans 
are planted with an ordinary. grain 
drill by using every fourth tube. 
Three pecks per acre of the pea beans 
are usually planted on average soll. 
If, the soll is particularly rich, how- 
ever, the quantity might be reduced 
slightly. When the tops of the’grow- 
ing crop are dry the beans should be 
cultivated occasionally - throughout 
the in to destroy the weeds and 
to form a fine surface mulch.—Dr.

LAND FOR NATIONAL FOREST 


Presidential Preciamation Adds Many 
Acree In Wyoming te the 
Public Domain. 

The president, on July 10, 1919, 
signed a proclamation adding 76,200 
acres to the Wyoming hatienal for- 
est. “This increase in area was au- 
therized by the act of August 16, 1916, 
which pfovided for the addition of 
5,760 acres, known as the Fontenelle 
addition, in the southeastern part of

.the Wyenting forest, and by the act 


of February 25, 1919, which provided 
for the extension of the western 
boundary of the forest to the Idaho- 
Wyoming state line by the inclusion 
of 70,500 acres. 

‘The lands added are rolling, weil 
watered and pretty well covered with 
® forest of aspen, Donglas fir 
and Engelmann spruce.. The Wyom- 
ing national forest now has a total 
acreage of 975,968.94 acres. 





Wild Animals That Are Passing. i 
In former days one of the mest au- 
merous of our American game animals 
was the “prong-horn” antelope.

They 
took their chance of being able to buy. 
But ‘a declaration of Parliamentary 
policy crept into the Act and the man- 
ufacturer or Wholesaler ig not bound 
to sell to classes who were not accus- 
tomed to purchase from such manufac- 
turers and wholefalers. This was de- 
signed to head off cooperative move- 
ments which were likely to make pro- 
greas for the benefit of the consumer- 
members and as I say, restricted a rem 
edy which elsowhere had been of some 
effect in price control.’

LAST MONTH COLDER 
THAN A YEAR AGO 

During the month of February 2 
total snowfall of 22 inches was record. 
ed, according to the abstract of meteor 
ological observations taken at “the 
Dominion Experimental Farm by Mr. 
William T. Ellis, official observer, The 
heaviest snowfall was on February 15 
when a total fall of eight inches was 
recorded. This fall wae much heavier 
than on any day during the corres 
ponding month of 1919. The heaviost 
fall during that month was 6.5 inches 
on February 14, The mean tempera- 
ture for February was 12.60 degrees, 
whilo in the corresponding month last 
year it was 17.60 degrees. 

On February 7 the highest temper. 
ature of the month was registered, 3° 
degrees. The highest temperature in 
Fobruary, 1919, was 36 degrees which 
was recorded on Fobruary 23. The 
lowest temperature last month was 25 
degrees below zero on February 1 
while in February, (1919, the lowest 
temperature was 8.8 below xero Sn 
Fébruary 11. 

“There was no rain during last 
month but in February of last yoar 
thero wag a rainfall of- 0% inches. The 
total rain during that month fell on 
February 23.

Tak- 
Ing advantage of the offer to make 
the Inquiry as wide as possible, the 
settlers told in detail the story of their 
experiences. During the day of six 
hours the Commission was oble to 
hear only ten of them, who came from 
"Harty and Kitigan settlements on the 
outskirts of the colony.

In answer to the question which 
Chairman Nickle put to each witness, 
these settlers replied that as soon as 
the opportunity was given them they 
wished to leave the camp. They claim- 
ed that their experience had been that 
the colony was absolutely unfit, that

‘The first ins 
dications of the former cataract came to light When workmen uncovered

However, radiograms recelved 
here at 7.30 o'clock tonight from the 
digressed steamer gave her position 
as elghteen miles due southwest (true) 
‘of Sable Island, and reported twenty 
six fathoms. She had previously re- 
ported twenty-two fathoms, and late 
this afternoon twenty fathoms. She 
fs now believed to de out of danger.

“Work On the new hydro-electric 
development —at..; Niagara’ Falls, 
which the Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission of Ontario’ started in 
1928, is progressing at an expected 
rate of speed. Some little dificulty 
has been niet in holding the slope 
In the deep cuts fp the earth over- 
burden, but thig > has not ‘caused 
serious retardation, and the prospect 

now ia that power will be available 
in 1921. 

“As at present designed, the plant 
will develop’ 300,000 _ horse-power 
with a flow of 10,000 cubic feet per 
second or a development of 30 horse- 
power for each cubic foot per second. 
The old Niagara river power plants 
developed from 12 to 15 horse. 
power per second-foot, the new 
Ontario Power Company’s develop- 
ment on the Canadian side about 17, 
and the new Hydraulic Power Com- 
pany’s development on the American 
side about 20. 

“The project comprises four and 
one-half miles of river ‘canalization 
and nine miles of power-canal dug 
in’ the dry. The river canalization 
is in the Welland river, whose direc- 
tion will be reversed from its pfesent 
mouth up to the canal intake where 
the contro! works will be built. ‘The 
canal extends across high land be- 
yond the Niagara gorge to the power- 
house, which will be built at the foot 
of the gorge at the river elevation. 
Water will be delivered to the power- 
house by penstocks laid on the slope 

of the bluff. ° 

“The river-channel section is be- 
ing excavated by dredge and cable 

way, to provide suficient waterway. 
Canal excavation is latgely through 
rock with a heavy earth overburden. 
The frst one and a quarter miles of 
fhe canal just beyond the river is in 
earth section; the remainder is in 
rock with the exception of a short 
earth section opposite the Whirlpoo!, 
where an old gorge, probably a for- 
mer bed of the Niagara river, drops 
the rock bottom so deep as to make 
it Impossible to found the canal on 
rock, 

“Al adistance of about 2,400 
feet from the river the canal widens 
Out _inio a forebay 1,000 feet long 
and200 feet wide at the intake gate. 

The penstocks are of riveted steel 
plates 14 feet In diameter and about 
450 feet in length) und extend down 
the steep bank of tie gorge and the 
river from the forebay to the power- 
house. No surge tanks or standpipes 
will-be required, 

“The work at present may be di- 
vided into that on the river, that on 
the canal proper, and that on the 
Dower-house. In the Welland river a 
dredge is working up from the mouth 
of the Niagara river and has reached 
the Michigan Cen(ral Railway bridge, 
sbout a half mile ¢ the mouth. 
This dipper dredge is spoiling into 
scows which are being taken out into 
the Niagara river and dumped. A 
cableway excavator farther up the 
river has done a certain amount of 
work, but is now operating at full 

jcapacity, Between 3,000,000 . and 
, 4,000,000 cubic yurds of earth is the 
total excavation in the river. About 
one-quarter of this has been removed. 

“The larger ‘part of the work in 
fhe canal has been done, beginning 
at the forebay end. The forebay it- 
self is practically completed and 
channelers and drills are working 
in the’ rock cut between the fore- 
bay and the end of the earth over- 
burden excavation. The consgruction 
railway is completed, all éxeept a 
short section at the upper end and 
is in operation carrying trains of 
earth and rock cars to the spol] dump, 
which is on a spur two miles to the 
west of the canal-line. z 

“Two of the big concrete bridges, 
those carrying the St Catharines 
und Thorold Railway and that carry- 
ing the Wabash Railway, are com- 
pleted. The twin bridges carrying 
the Grand Trank and the Michigan 
Central are under way, the founda- 
tions: being all done at thie time. At 
the power-house site the whole face 
of the cliff tas been stript and a con- 
struction railway is being built down 
fo-the river edge from a connection 
fo the main-line road, about a mils 
below the power-house site. A steani- 
shovel has been worked ulong about 
Ofty feet above the river level and 
is engaged in excavating the power-

On other 
hand, any Indian that belongs to the 
reserve does not ‘need to také out.a 
license and is permitted to kill ten 
beaver for himself, ten for hid squaw 
and ten for each of his childrén. . To 
make matters better, or wdrse, as 
the case may be, race suicide is not 
Popular among the “haughty red- 
meén.”* 

This system might not be of such 
a devastating nature if adhered Pp. 
but, of course, there is a “nigger In 
“|the woodpile.” Frée traders put the 
coupons on the skits bartered by the 
Indians. It méans that the Indlahe 
can kill as many as they)like, $s 
there is only the trader to check them 
up and he is not going to “pass any- 
«}thing by." It also leaves another 
loophole in the . by whieh the 
trapper can take his furs to the trad- 
er, who will put Indian coupons on 
them. Then the trapper can go back 
to the bush with his ten original 
coupons intact. He can repeat this 
as many times as he is fortunate 
enough to secure ten pelts. and then 
finish up the season by bringing out, 
another ten pelts, on which he places 
hia own coupons. 

Many beavers are also purchased 
direet from the Indians by tourists 
and hunters, and this helps to awell 
ithe killing. The Government loses 

its bounty of 50c on thene pelts, and 

the trapper in many cases sells for 
{more than he would have secured 
had he turned the pelis over to the 
Hudson Bay Company of the free 
traders,

Iceland, which NXs now formally 
taken Its place among the free states 
ix the world, being absolutely inde- 

hendent in home affaira and only re- 
presented by Denmark in foreign af- 
fairs, has an area of 40,437 square 
miles. But the inhabitants of Iceland 
number only about, 90,090. The 
mountain rangea and extensive lava 
deserts make a large part of Icoland 
uninhabitable. Since 1870 a consider- 
abl@ enfgration from Iceland to 
America has taken‘place, and about 
15,000 Icelanders ar¢ now living in 
Canada and the United States. 

Although the main Industry of Ice- 
land is farming, the eountry does not 
Produce a single -bushel of grain. 
Wheat, ‘corn, barloy—everything ‘in 
tho Une, af preadstuffs—must be im- 
ported. There ary no trees on Iceland, 
and the ry, pubsisted last year in 
somb neoWspapers, {hal the Icelanders 
were suffering from famine and had 
to make bread out of the bark of 
trees was, ‘therefore, an amusing 
piece of fiction. But grasses grow in 
abundance and on their meadows the 
inhabitants are dependent for thé 
keep of their live stock. 

Sheep arc icelund’s main source of 
wealth. The 90,000 Inhabitants own 
more than 600,000 sheep, exclusive 
of lambs.

An in- 
Mication of the American de d is 
found in the fact that, “one Americah 
newspaper ig importing from Canada 
an amount equal to 65 per cent. of 
the total consumption of Canadian 
newspapers,” -The Moose Jaw Even- 
ing Times a charges that “behind 
the. whole troiible are the enormous 
prices paid for newsprint in the Unit- 
ed States, and the unprecedented de- 
and for this, ihe cheapest grade of 
paper made."s; If American news- 
Papers are abiq and willing to pay 
fer Canadian newsprint prices that 
threaten the existence of the daily 
and weekly Canadian press, remarks 
the Port Arthur News-Chronicle, “the 
consequence for Canada will be the 
nature of a national calamity.” 

But sharp opposition to the initial 
action of the Government appears in 
the Montreal Gazette, which says:

Give sufficient water 
so that it runs out through the bot- 
tom of the nat. Water plants in the 
morning in coic weather, not at 
night, Use tepid rain water, or water 
that has been exposed to air and sun 
for a day or two, if posalblé, The 
water should be lukewarm, about 5¢ 
to. 60 degrees F. in winter. . 

Humidity in‘ the atmosphere is 
one of the main requirentents to be 
successful with plants indoors. Place! 
pans or saucers of water on the heats 
ers or registers. A steaming kettle 
or pot of water on the stove is a 
great help in’ this respect. 

When the pots become full of 
roots, or where the soil is poor, worn 
out or exhausted, liquid fertilizers. 
can be given plants. The eof! should 
be moist, not dry, or very wet, when 
the fertilizer is applied!’ There are 
several good plant foods'sold at seed 
stores. “Sterling-Worh Plant Tab- 
lets’*’ or “Bonora” are "both good. 
Half an ounce’ of nitrare of soda dis- 
solved in a little warm water frat, 
and cold water added to make one 
gallon, also makes a fairly good fer. 
tlizer for pot plants, Apply once 
every week or ten days. 

Spraying with water will help keep 
down insect pests. A fine spray thor~ 
oughly applied to all parts of the 
plant is necessary to be effective, 
Plants having very rough hiraute fol- 
fage, should not be sprayed or spong- 
ed, especially im winter, only the 
plants having glossy, glabrous fol- 
fage. Insect peats increase and thrive 
best in a dry, warm atmosphere. For 
aphia or green lice, white fy, red 
spider and thrip, *Sulpho-Tobacce 
Soap” is a good remdy. Black Leaf 
40 is also a good remedy for most 
insect pests om house plants. Soapy 
water or a solution of whole oll soap 
and tobacco water are beneficial for 
scale insects on plants. 

Slake about one-half pound of 
fresh lime in 2 pail of water, allow 
{t to settle. Give about a teacupful 
of this solutiom once or twice to each 
plant suffering from earth worms, 

Put frozen plants in a dark place 
at once, temperature about 45 de- 
greea ‘F. Do not touch the leaves. 
Sprinkling with ice cold water ts 
beneficial —W. Hunt, O. 4. College, 
Guelph. 


. Heydey, of the Muskrat. 


Me modest nruskrat has at last 
obtained his proper meed of appre- 
ciation. His coat, the “Hudson seal” 
of. commerce, has become the most 
fashionable of furs, and costs just 
about treble the price that it fetched 
before the war. 

For the latter fact there is an- 
other reason, viz, that the extra- 
ordinary cold of winter before last 
froze multitudes of muskrats to 
death, thereby reducing very largely 
the available supply of the animals. 

The walue of the muskrat to-day 
seems strange to many a middle-aged 
Canadian who trapped these little 
animals, about # quarter of a century.

Some muskrats are stream-dwell- 
ers, and make their homes {tn bur- 
rows in the banks thereof.

Sugar Bearing Trees. 

Prof, John Davidson's discovery of 
& rare specimen of sugar, acientifical- 
ly known as melezitose, In a limited 
area in British Columbia, on leaf tips 
of Douglas fir trees is arousing con- 
siderabio-interest throughout that 
province. Previous to itm discovery 
by the head of the department of 
botany In the British Columbia Uni- 
veralty, melezitose was obtained only 
in Turkestan and Persia. 

Prof. Davidson first heard of the 
strange phenonmenon in 1914. Stor- 
fes had come from the Interior tell- 
ing of large gatherings of Indian 
tribes, who, during the summer would 
hold pow-wows for a month or more, 
depending on plants for their food. 
Answera which Prof. Davidson receiv- 
ed regarding his enquiries as to what 
plants were eaten by the Indians, s0 
aroused his curiosity that he decided 
to explore the upper country. While 
he was preparing for this trip he re- 
ceived a specimen of Dougias fir sug- 
ar from James Telit of Spence's 
Bridge, who said that Indians in his 
district had used it many years for 
food. Immediate investigations were 
made by Prof. Davidson, who was 
surprised to find that no previous re- 
cord bad been made of the existence 
of Douglas fir sugar. The professor 
says that the sugar cannot be relied

firs are most abundant in- 
cludes the driest and hottest part of 
the British Columbia dry belt, name- 
ly, ‘Thompson Valley, west of the 
mouth of the Nicola river, near the 
junction of the Thompson and Fraser 
rivers, including Lytton and above 
Lillooet in the Fraser — Valley, 
Spence’s Bridge, Kamloops, Savona, 
Nicola and Simikameen valleys, and 
is said to be in the southern portions 
of the Okanagan Valley. 

When aaked about the commercial 
possibilities of the discovery, Prof. 
Davidson /sald ‘sugar-bearing trees 
were in such a limited area and con- 
ditions under which they exuded 
sugar have to be so ideal, that its 
use as a housebold substitute for the 
Cuban variety is unlikely. It would 
probably cost $66 a pound, he added. 
Its chief value is to scientists and 
chemists, with whom it is in great 
demand. They use it to test other 
grades of sugar, as melezitose has 
three times the food value of ordl- 
nary cane sugar.

attained. by the Canadian dairy industry. It was not until the develop- 
ment of co-operative cheese factories and creameries within the past 
thirty years that the markets for Canadian butter and cheese had more 
than a local importance. But for twenty years at least, Canadian ched- 
" dar cheese has héld a premier place on the British market, the ‘most 
important and exacting in the world. Canadian dairy butter has never 
been held in high repute by the export trade, and a distifict prejudice had 
to be gvercome by the creameries. Conscquently, butter has not attain- 
ed the status of cheese in the markets of Great Britain, where both 
Danish and Irish butter normally command slightly higher prices. 
In 1917, there were 3,418 factories in Canada producing cheese, but- 
‘ter and condensed milk. These factories handled nearly 3,000,000,000 
pounds of milk in that year. The. valué of the products marketed was 
more than $41,000,000. Ontario and Quebec, combined, “produced 97 
per cent. of the factory-made cheese and nearly 74 per’ cent. of oe 
creamery butter. But the western provinces are steadily increasing their 
output, especially of butter, As the need for restoring fertility of the 
soil of the prairies becomes more urgent, dairying is certain to develop 
rapidly, for no other branch of fargjing is so useful for maintaining the 
Productivity of the soil. The exceptionally high prices of feed and labor 
during the recent way scars have given a temporary sct-back to the in- 
dustry. The dabor probicm t,, perhaps, especially difficult, for dairy 
farming demands skilled labor throughout’ the year. Even with the as- 
sistance ‘of milking machines, cream separators, testers and other mod- * 


“ern equipment the human element still remains the crucial factor, if the}

Some Very Practical Hints as to 


. Cleaning and Polishing. ..

OUSECLEANING for the 
most part is *fascinating 
Work, that is, after we pass 
. the cellar. After all, this is 
really the most Important part of the 
house and should: recelve_ frst con- 
sideration in, the spring. Probably tt 
will never be known how much of 
the low state of vitality found in 
some ies ts to be charge to illy- 
ventilat dadly-lighted, — poorly- 
drained cellars, where decaying vege- 
tables are kept, sending !ts foul germ- 
lad@n air to every!part of the house. 
if vegetables are stdred in the cellar 
they should bo carefully picked over 
and all growth and decayed ones 
moved. In addition to ‘thoreu: 
cleaning, the Walls ghould be white- 
Washed, and if the cellar is at all 
damp, it is wéll to keep a metal or 
earthen receptacle contajning unslak- 
ed Mme constantly present. Not a day 
ghould pags without the cellar being 
Dropefiy aired. In the very hot sum- 
mer days, the windows should be 
opened every night and closed dur- 
ing the day. The reason for this is, 
that the outcoor air in the daytime 
is much warmer than in the cellar. 
This warn:, molst-laden air enters the 
cooler atmosphere of the cellar, «nd 
the moisture condenses and rests on 
all-eurfaces making the cellar damp 
and warm.

It is diMcult to say which rooms 
in the house should receive the most 
careful consideration, The bedroom 
ia important because It is in the bed- 
room the person should recelvo that 
perfect sleep which will insure phy- 
alcal and mental strength. 

The kitchen, too, is important, be- 
cause here the wowan spends a great 
deal of her time. It will be found 
most satisfactory to have linoleum 
placed on the kitchen foor. This ts 
easily kept clean, and is soft, warny 
elastic and ‘wears well. Therd should 
be nothing tn the kitchen which can- 
not be washed. The furniture, walls, 
etc, should be washable. While 
cleaning this spring it ts especially 
important that we should see that 
all the utensils which are being used 
constantly should be In a convenient 
place, and if possible, closed cup- 
boards should be placed in the kitch- 
en. The following recipes and in- 
formation may be found of value ia 
doing the spring cleaning: 

Washing Windows.—Always dust 
Grst and clean the woodwork before 
the glass. The glass may be washed 
with warm water and soap, ammonia, 
or kerosene, or whitening and .m- 
monia. In washing wring the cloth 
almost dry, rinse off the window, sud 
dry with a soft cloth and polish with 
a soft paper or cloth. 

Painted _Woodwork.—Wash “in 
Warm soapy water with a soft cloth, 
doing a little at a time and drying 
as.you go along. For light painted 
wood use whitening paste. 

Vanished Woodwork.—If very soll- 
ed-usc soap and water. Dry very” 
thoroughly and then rub with am- 
monia or keroseno, To use kerosene 
just dampen the cloth and after rub-. 
bing on the varnished woodwork rub 
again with a dry cloth. if not, you 
will find & white glow will result. 

Dustless Dusters.—Dip the cheese

When the calf Is dropped It may 
be well to leave it with the dam for 
a few ‘ours in order that it may get 
the first milk (or colostrum) which 
is so necessary ‘on account of Its ace 
tions on the digestive tract. When 
the calf has recelved sufficient colo- 
rum to set up the neceasary action 
€ should be removed from its mother 
into a separate stall, or it may be put 
into a atall with other calves of the 
same axe or nearly so. If, by any 
chance, the cow's udder is inflamed, 
the calf may be left for a few days, 
because of the beneficial effect that 
the calf’s punching has upon it. 

For a few days the calf should be 
fed whole milk, but when {t is two 
to four weeks old a change should be 
made, skimmilk gradually replacing 
the whole milk, from eight to tem 
days tzken for the change. When 
the whole milk Is totally replaced the 
milk may be increased to eighteen 
or twenly pounds per day for a calf 

six weeks old. The best kind of 

skimmilk for calves is warm, just 
whery it leaves the farm separator, 

However, everybody may not hare a 

Separator, and then this ts not pos- 

sible. In any event the system start- 
*/ ed with the calf should bo followed 

a8 nearly as possible at all times, 
because radical changes in diet are 
sure to cause severe digestive trou- 
bles.

A Surging Mass. 

Shortly before two o’clock on Sun- 
day afternoon a telephone mospage 
was received in the city that a large 
ice field which had’ jammed in the 
river above Lazier’s\ mill, had broken 

“away and was. sweeping toward the 
city. When this field reached the ice 
which was already piled up above the 
footbridge it set it in motion and with 
irresistible force it rushed on towards 
_ the bay. RENN

sent to the Gorernment a resolution 
ta be passed at the convention requir- 
ed a roll call; a show of hands failing 
to definitely establish the issue, At 
this juncture the session was adjourn

Mrs. Humphrey Ward . 
Dies In Londoa 
Famous Novelist, Passes in Her Sixty- 
Ninth Year—Bern in Tasmania. ~ 

LONDON, .March 23.—Mrs. Hum- 
phry Ward, the famous novelist, died 
of heart failure today in a London 
hospital. om 

Mary Auzusta Ward, known To the 
world of book readers as Mrs. Hum- 
phry Ward, was born in Hobart, Tas 
mania, June 11, 1851. She wae the 
daughter of Thomas Amok, second 
son of Dr. Arnold, of Rugby, and 2 
brother of Matthew Amold, of whom 
she was a niece. Although of ‘‘colon- 
ial” birth. most of her education she 
received at Oxford, whither she went 
when a girl. Saas 

Although at an early age she devel- 
oped a strong bent toward literature, 
it was not until she had reached her 
thirtieth year that her first novel, 
“Milly and Olly,” was pubjished. Al 
though this book did not create any 
great notice in literary circles, it re- 
ceived favorable comment, and it was 
not until the publication of “Robert 
Elamere™ in 1888 that the real found- 
ation for her literary reputation was 
Jakd. Thies novel. dealing in a strik- 
ing way with current relizious frob- 
lems, soon became the talk of the 
whole world. 

Mrs. Ward was a prolific writer, and 
novels flowed from her pen during the 
following years, Among the better 
known of her works were: “Marcella,” 
“Eleanor,” “Lady Rose's Daughter, 
“Fenwick’s Career,” “Diana Mallory 
and, since the war, “Lady Connie,” 
“England's — Effort.” . “Toward the 
Goal,"'"The War and Elizabeth,” and 
“Fields of Victory,” published last 
year. 

Mrs. Ward was, however, more than 
a writer, and occupied a large place 
in the social and political life of her 
day. She intrpduced into England the 
children’s holiday play centres” and 
sponsored the movement for a greater 
sense of responsibility toward school 
children in the hours when they were 
not in school. It is said that her son, 
Ammokid Ward, owed his seat in Parlia- 
ment, in great measure, to his moth- 
er's support and efforts as a campaign- 
er. She was one of seven English wo- 
men named under the Sex Disqualifi- 
cation Removal Act to act as Mazgis- 
trates. 

Her husband was Thomas Humphry 
Ward, aleo a writer of considerable 
attainments, whonr she married -in 
1872. - ! ;

Prof. E. E. Barnard Ascribes Monday's 
Display to Magnetic Storms 
» That the vivid Aurora Borealis wit- 
neesed on Monday night was undoubt- 
edly caused by disturbances on the sun 
was the opinion expressed by Prof. 
Edward E. Barnard of the Yorkes Oh- 
servatory. Mr, Barnard who address- 
ed the Toronto Empire Club, Thurs 
day on the subject of “Celestial Pho- 
tography,"’ is ono of the greatest—ift 
not the ateatest—authority on this 
subject and hax practically placed tho 
science of stellar photography in tho 


sun ¢pots aro plentiful the aurora 
plentiful also, but to ascribe the oc 
currence of the aurora to individual 


spots on the sun, as some have been 
doing, is entirely wrong,”” Prof. Barn- 


ard said. ‘‘All that wo know at pre- 
sent,”* ho added “is that tho disturbed 
condition of the sun's magnetism is 
responsible for the prodaction of the 
phenomenon, and though some two 
weeks ago there was a large spot on 
the sun, it cannot be ssid that that 
one spot caused the beautiful display 
witnessed on Monday night."’ 
NO LIFE.ON MOON 
Questioned by The Globe on the ro- 
cent statement made by Prof. W. H. 
Pickering, who is in charge of the 
station of Harvard University in Ja- 
maica that he gaw no reason why thero 
should not be some kind of fife on the 
moon, Prof. Barnard conkt not agree 
with this, “Life as we,know it,” be 


‘said, ‘or could conceive it, could not 


exist there,/where there js not atmos- 
phere and whero the temperature dur- 
ing the day may he 300 Fahrenheit 
and at night several hundred degrees 
holow zero.” “What are the poxsibil- 
ities of Mara being inhabited?” said 
The Globe, “It is a mere matter of 
speculation,” replied the profeasor “to 
say that the planet is inhabited. It 
goes through certain seasonal changes 


‘but its atmosphere is very thin.’ While 


he would not say that it was impos- 
sible for life to exist on Mars, Mr. 
Barnard thought it was extremely 
doubtful, 

That there must he other worlds that 
can support life, however, is an opin- 
ion strongly beld by Prof. Barnard, 

NEED OBSERVATORY HERE 

“TL tenly believe,” ho said, “that 
there must) be worlds xurrounding 
those suns in the immensitics of space 
that are capable of supporting life antl 


telligent beings that which wo know 
of here. There ig no reason that T oan 


have the most intelligent order of be- 
ings in the aniverse.”* 

It is the opinion of Prof. Rarnard 
that if the. people only knew a little 
more of the simplo facts of astronomy 
the¥ might be saved considorable an- 
xiety and have more peace of mind in 
the face of anch statements as that 
made by Prof, Porta of the University 
of Costa Rica that the world would 
come to an end on December 17 of last 
rear. Many letters he said, had been 
received at Chicago University from 
people who were anxious to know if 
such a calamity wae going ta come to 
pass, “What you want in Toronto," 
the professor concluded, ‘tis an ob- 
servatory that will be eapecially useful 
to citizeng where they can come cand 
hear lectures on astronomy and be giv¥- 
en an opportunity with the aid of a

Washington, March 26—Income and 
excess profits taxes aggregating $908,- 
629,172 were paid as the first install 
ment of the United States tax bill for 
1919. ; 

While these figures do not repre- 
sent an exact oe-fourth of the taxes 
for last year, they indicate collection 
for the entire year of approximately 
$3,500,000,000, Treasury officials said. 
The first installment more than offsets 
outstanding Treasury certificates of 
indebtedness, fasued in anticipation of 
the payment, and leaves the Treasury 
in a position to continue ita financial 
program, outlined several months ago. 

Collections for the first period of 
1918 were approximately $1,200,000,- 
000, the reduction of this year being 
due to the lowering of the normal 
income tax rate. The second district 
of New York, comprising the heart 
of the financial section, held its place 
in ylelding the greatest amounts of 
revenue of all collection districts, as 
it has for many years, Its total was

Of Succession 


Duty Provided 


TORONTC,. March 30—An increase 
in succession duty levies of from fif- 
teen to sixty per cent In some cases is 
heralded in a resolution placed upon 
the order paper of the Legislature by 
Hon. Peter Smith, Provincial Treasur- 
er. 

Most striking In the new schedule 
is the heavy levy It is proposed to 
make on estates that pass on to one 
or two beneficiaries, or to others than 
near relatives. In cases where large 









relatives of to persons not related to 
the deceased, the old act exacted from 
twelve to fifteen per cent. in taxes, 
but tho new legislation gives the Pro- 
vince authority to impose duties up 
to a maximum of sixt¥ per cent’ef the 
estate in the case of non-relatives. 
Comparatively slight Increases are 
made where the estate passing Is 
amall, except under circumstances 
where the estate passe en bloc, or ta 
others than close relatives. 

Where the estate exceeds $25,000 
and does not exceed $50,000 and goer 
to the wife, husband, children par 
ents, ete, the tax renikinevulichanged 
at one per.cent. On estates up tc 
$150,000 the old rates have been In 
creased one-half of one per cent 
Thence the duty increases a half per 
cent. with each additional $100,000. 
Ten per cent is collected from estates 
of over $1,000,000.
